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In a preferred implementation, the energy storage pack of the present invention is a key 
element in hybrid electric drive systems for heavy duty vehicles. It captures more braking 
regenerative energy than batteries. This saves fuel and exhaust emissions. It also saves brake wear 
and the corresponding particulate matter from worn brake shoes and pads. Since this invention 
potentially will last the life to the vehicle, it also saves the environmental impact of recycling 
batteries that it replaces. Heavy duty vehicles consume about 26% of the nations fuel use and 
contribute about 60% of the exhaust emissions. The energy storage pack of the present invention 
also provides a method of storing energy to supply peak energy demands during equipment switch 
over and for the operation of heavy duty equipment to average out cycling power demands. This 
also helps to conserve fuel. Accordingly, the energy storage pack of the present invention enhances 
the quality of the environment and/or materially contributes to the conservation of energy sources.
